Three days after Redvan 
Pasha met his death, Abdurrezzak, Ali 
Shamil and all the leading members of 
the Bedr Khans were arrested one night 
and lodged on board a ship. . The four 


actual assassins were tried and hanged. 
Their defense throws an illuminating 
light on the state of society in Turlgey. 
“We were ordered to kill Redvan Pasha, 
and if we had not killed him. our master 
would’ have killed us.”’ 

Meanwhile the leaders of the Bedar 
Kahns were conveyed to the fortreas of 
Tripoli, where they were tried in se- 
cret on the double charge of high treason 
and murder, and all save one were con- 
demned. But before Al{ Shamil was ex- 
ecuted, he gave a sensational exhibition 
of the savage that lurked beneath the 
veneer of twentieth century civilization. 
While undergoing examination in the 
presence of his judges, he sprang at the 
procurator general and killed him like 
a& weasel by biting him in the throat. 

And all these tragic happenings resulted 
from Ahmed Aga's refusal to use 
“pull” to lay down a stretch of new pave- 
ment in front of Abdurreszak’s house.

Big Men of the Duma. 

This is thé first duma, and it has not 
proceeded far enough to fully develop the 
permanent leaders, but if I may use the 
simile, as @ basket of pebbles is shaken 
by debate, the large ones are gradually 
rising to the top. 

The president of the duma is Profes- 
sor Serge Murm«<tseff, of Moscow, whose 
learning and- judicial temperament com- 
bined to make him the choice of several 
parties, no one of which can claim @ m- 
jority. ° 

The constitutional democrats have the 
largest membership and are the best or- 
ganized. They also have the advantage 
of occupying the middle ground between 
the radicals and the conservatives. Hav- 
ing about i150 members on their rolls 
amt some thirty more acting with them, 
they can count upon enough votes from 
the more conservative elements to deée- 
feat the extreme radicals, and they cau 
rely wpom enough radical votes to carry 
owt thelr programme.

- ANOTHER MONTH WASTED. 

The railroad commissioners of Georgia met last week, disposed 
ef a variety of business matters which, had been brought to the 
attention of the body in the proper way, and adjourned until their 
regular monthly meeting next month. | 

There was no mention of the port rate. It was assumed that 
because of the prominence given port rate discussion in the state 
cainpaign, the matter would be formally presented to the com- 
mission at its. September meeting, but no petition for the granting 


This. means, at the very least, a delay of a month before the 
commission can begin formal consideration of that popular de- 
mand for low¢r rates to the ports whith has been the corner- 
During the cam- 
paign the people of Georgia were told that the present schedule of 
freight rates is unnecessarily costing the shippers—and in the last 
analysis the producers—something like $8,000,000 each year; that, 
in other words, the people are paying to the railroads annually 
$8,000,000 more than the roads are justly entitled to. A month's 
delay in securing relief would, therefore, mean a money loss of 
about SEVEN HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS-—nearly 
three-quarters of a million of dollars taken from the pockets of the 
| people an@ poured into the treasuries of the railroads, if that cam- 
paign estimate 1s a correct one. 

Every month counts, therefore; counts against the. pockets 
of the shippers-and the people. Because The Constitution realizes 
this, it has been urging prompt action upon the port rate. The 
seople of the state have made it clear that they desire this phase 
of freight rate reform. In the state primary they demonstrated 
very clearly where they stand, and their views were given formal 
expression in the platform adopted at Macon, which in specific 
terms cails for the port rate. e 

This 48 a business proposition, one in which everybody in 
Georgia has a direct, personal interest. If the railroads are get- 
ting eight million dollars a year more than they ought to have—or 
any sum approximating that—right: NOW is the time to begin 
cutting the freight rates to a just and reasonable basis; and the 
port rate should, in the very nature of things, be the starting point. 

We believe the officials of the Atlanta Freight Bureau, who 
have taken the initiative in the past, should see that the port rate 
question is at once carried to’ the commission for its indorsement, 
and that the commission should immediately grant the demand 
of the shippers. So far as we have been able to discover, there is 
not a single excuse for delay in pressing this campaign to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. 

It will not do to blind ourselves to the fact that particular 
reason for prompt action is found in a growing trend of sentiment 
in some parts of the state against the port rate. ‘The expressions 
of an increasing number of newspapers is inimical, some of them, 
even in the face of the platform demand, taking the position that 
th. port rate was not a campaign issue. Inactivity on the part of 
the friends of the port rate seems to have given rise to suspicion 
that the discussion of the question in the recent campaign was but 
a passing phase of politics—one to be forgotten with the end of the

The incorporation of a department of 
domestic science seems particularly time- 
ly in the public school systems of the 
south, since the condiiongs of labor as 
pertaining to the so-called servant ques- 
tion requires of every woman who has the 
responsibiliées of home, that ehe acquire 
a knowledge of domestic science, the ne- 
ceasity of such knowledge. being.felt not 
only by the woman whose simple estab-

to deal with the unscrmpulous who make 
their nrofits off the ignortant or careless 
housekreper. who orders what she eats 
over the telephone, or leaves it for the 
negro cook to order. 

To enter into these little dtails of the 
home and watch them carefully, that i« 
to exercise one’s knowledge of the ¢co- 
nomics of the housekeeper, far from ar- 
guing such a woman as penurious. pro- 
claims her as ome conscientious, and one 
appreciative of her first obligation as 2% 
woman in fulfilling of her highest voca- 
fion—that of complement to man’s effort.

So many are the social obligations that

PLANNING TO ADD NEW ROADS TO HIS SYSTEM

EW YORK, Sept r 15.—(Spe- 
elal.)—When J mes J. Hill wakes 
up next Sund#y morning he will 

be jus; 68 years olf. He will probably 
jump from his bed ag fresh as any one 
of his ten thousand employees of halt 
hig age, and the chances are that he will 
do more work during the coming week 
than any of them. Mr. Hill hag all the 
energy Of a man in his forties, and his 
voice {@ ag strong and hig step as firm 
as when he rode over the Red River 
valley in an ox cart a generation ago 
and decideg that it was rich enough to 
pay dividends on a railroad for all time 
in. the future. Mr, fill atarted life as 
a farmer’s boy in Ontario, Canada, and 
he earned some of his first money clerk- 
ing in @ steambot office in the then vil- 
sage of St. Paul. He wag working there 
at a dollar or so a dayzat the time I 
was born, jus; fifty years ago, and he 
has since worked to such purpose that he 
hag at least two million dollars for every 
year of my age. 
The Railroad King. 

It is a big thing to be worth a hundred 
millions, but it ig more to be the chief 
rilroad man of the Uniteq States, and 
the chief of the railroad kings of the 
world. That is the position James J. Hill 
holds today. He hag greater transporta- 
tion interests than any other one man 
on the continent. - He controls the Great 
Northern system, which he.created, and 
also the Burlington and the Northern 
‘Pacific, the two buxom maidens whom he 
has enticed into the Great Northern ha- 
rem. As head of the Great Northerp 
he has more. than seven thousand miles 
of red hot railroad tracks, the Burling- 
ton gives him eight thousang miles more, 
and the Northern Pacific something Nke 
five thousand, so that altogether these 
three systems alone lack only five thou- 
sand miles of reaching around the world. 
If you started them at Seattle gnd ex- 
tended them eastward across our conti- 
nent, the Atlantic, Burope and Asia, they 
would reach the eastern shores of China, 
and- there you might step on Hill's big 
beats and complete the circuit to Seattle. 
Hill's steamerg on the Pacific are the 
largest that float that mighty ocean, 
and he has another line from Buffalo to 
Duluth which ts the largest and best upon 
the Great Lakes. Starting at Buffalo 
one can go from there acrosg the contli- 
nent, across the Pacific to Japan, and 
on to Shanghai and Hongkong, or more 
than halfway around the world without 
taking his foot off the property owned 
or managed by this railroad king. 


In addition to this, Hill is supposed to 
have a controlling interest in the Erie, 
and in other roads, whi, give his traf- 
fic an outlet to the Atlantics and, I ven- 
ture, if one could have a look at Piter- 
pont Morgan’s private account books he 
would find that James J. Hill owns some- 
thing of the Atlantic lines ag well. 


Jim Hill’s New Roads. 


Y understand that Mr. Hitll’s plans for 
the future comprehend an enormous ad- 
dition to his present principality. He is 
Hnilding feeders all along the Great 
Northern and is steadily adding new lines 
to each system. He recently bought, it 
is said, the controlling interest in the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas to give hs 
Burlington traffic an outlet to the gulf 
of Mexico, and the Great Northern is 
reaching out toward Canada to grab the 
new wheat belt at a dozen different 
points. This octopus of the northwest 
already has one claw on Winnepeg and 
another on the great coal mines of Brit- 
ish Columbia, while a half dozen others 
are working northward into the agricul- 
tural regions. He sneers at the idea of 
a possible railroad to Hudson bay, saying 
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west to the east, and by his steamships 
he is now building up a great traffic in 
freight from the east to the west to go 
on td the Orient. 

Is Hill Extravagant? 

Some railroad men think Mr. Hiil 
extravagant, and others tell me that he 
is the stingiest man on earth. I have 
known many who worked for him and 
some who have been discharged. He is 
close and just the reverse. He belleves 
in economy as to the smaliest details, 
and he cuts expenses down to the last 
degree. At the same time he will spend 
millions to reduce grades and save mo- 
tive power. He has been operating the 
Great Northern for years at from 49 to 
Si per cent of its gross earnings, a 
record that no other railroad in the 
country has. He has the grades so cut 
that only | per cent of them between 
his eastern and western terminals re- 
quires double-header engines, while on 
other transcontinental lines such en- 
gines are needed On more than !0 per 
cent of the grades. 

On Mr. Hill's railroads all the receipts 
come to him. He does not believe in 
dividing with other companies. He has 
the express business, the sleeping ors, 
the dining and parlor cars and all forma! 
sources of revenue. At the same ciima 
he is ready to spend morey to build ur 
trade. For years he furnished blooded 
live stock, seed wheat ad other grains 
to different farming communities, and 
he is ready to invest morey in irrigation 
progects for the sake of the traffic he 
cam get out of them. He loans cars an 
equipments to logging roads in order that 
they may increase the timber traffic and 
give more freight to the Great Northern. 

Speaking of irrigation, during my visit 
to the Wenatchee valley last year, State 
Senator Gunn told me how, during the 
panic of 1893, he called on Jim Hill in St, 
Paul, and asked for a loan to irrigate 
that valley. Mr. Hill had never met him, 
but within half an hour he had lent him 
$15,000, and taken the bonds of his com- 
pany a8 security. Mr. Gunn told me 
that that money dug the ditch which

A while before Pickett was ordered 
advance, there was a terrific 
ing from both armies. Apparently each 
was trying to destroy the batteries and 
demoralize the forces of the other. It has 
been stated that as many as eighty or 
one hundred pieces of artillery were en- 
gaged on our side, and perhaps as many 
on the other side. Ov’w brigade was in 
line of battle between these opposing 
forces, and the canncu balls of friends, 
as well as of foes, went over our heads 
as we crouched in this ravine. The direc- 
tion of the shots could@ be traced by their 
whistling sound as they sped from one 
side to the other. Sometimes it seemed 
as if two balls going in opposite direc- 
tions might meet, and each overcoming 
the force of the other, might drop down 
on us, but happily no such calamity as 
this was in store for us. 

It is douwbtful whether in all the annals 
of warfare, ancient or modern, another 
body of men was ever under such a fire 
as this fer so long a time. Yet we suf- 
fered but little from this battle of the 
giants.

Corporations Move Slowly. 

The corporations doing business in| 
Georgia, which are required under the 
recent law to register with the secretary 
of state, seem to be a litle slow about 
complying with the statute. While sec- 
retary Cook is worrying much about it, 
he is wondering what they. are waiting 
for. 

Up to yesterday only 416 corporations, 
out. of an estimated 17,000 to 25,000 
both siate-and foreign, doling business in 
Georgia, had»complied with the act and 
sent in their dollar to Secretary Cook. 
Only three, of the railroads have’ been 
heard -from up to the present time, and 
these are short South Georgig lines. All 
of the railroads are included under the | 
laws, but as a rule they wait until the) 
last moment before paying anything in; 
the nature of taxes. 

In order to get at all, or as near all 
as possible, of the corporations doing 
business in Fulton county, Secretary | 
Cook took the -Atlanta city directory, 
and registration blanks along with 
copies of the new law to some 3,500 cor: 
porationns in and around Atlanta alone, 
Up. § the present time less than 100 of 
these have responded, and most of those 
heard from are foreign corporations. The 
home corporations do not appear to be 
paying much attention to the new re- 
quirement. 

There is a penalty of $50 attached to 
failure to register with the secretary of 
state, for which he is authorized to 
issue an execution to be levied and col- 
lected by the’ sheriff of the county in 
which the corporation has its office., 
Registration is required to be made by 
November |. 
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Keen Oompetition for Colleges. 

Without having advertised for any 
bids Governor Terrell has already re- 
ceived close to fifty communications 
from various counties tn Georgia, offer- 
ing sites and buildings for the new dis- 
trict agricultural colleges, provided for 
under act of the recent legislature. 

In several of thé districts competition 
among the counties is quite keen and 
the bids come from six or seven ¢oun- 
ties.

During these trying weeks plo. after 
plot*to kill him was discovered and frus- 
trated. Two of his own nieces were ih- 
volved in one conspiracy. In ‘fact, they 
attemipted to execute the sentence of the 
terrorists. 


But in his dungeon-like room inthe 
center “of the (palace, where no bemb 
could reach him, save by shattering a 
dozen walls, the telephone constant- 
ly at his side, he issued orders and re- 
ceiveq reports. : 

His personal courage was beyond all!

How 
long would it take congress to appropri- 
ate $10,000,000 for a single road touch- 
ing only .six states when every state 
from Maine to Oregon and from Montana 
to the gulf was asking equal appropria- 
tions for the improvement of their fa- 
cilities. 

“Say all we please against the influ- 
ence of local interests, but the fact re- 
mains that no appropriation for the im- 
provement of rivers and harbors, how- 
ever imperative, can be passed that does 
not widely scatter its bounty 60 as to 
include a few non-available streams and 
some other unnecessary improvements. 


‘ Cost to Rebuild Roads. 

“For the last ten years the railroads 
of the United States have paid on the 
average a fraction over three per cent 
in interest and dividends on their captl- 
talization, including their bonded indebt- 
edness. This would be about four and 
one-half per cent on what it is estimated 
it would cost to rebuild the roads. Gov- 
ernment bonds sufficient to cover the 
present purchasable value of the trunk 
lines of road or to construct new ones, 
could not be floated, free of the burden 
of taxation even, for less than four and 
one-half per cent, and under government 
management the roads could not pay two 
per cent on the cost at present freight 
and passenger rates. 

“Last year the railroads of the country 
paid $54,000,000 in state, county, town- 
ship and municipal taxes. Since govern- 
ment property is not subject to taxation 
of any kind, I fancy Colonel Bryan's 
scheme will develop some local oppost- 
tion before the states surrender refenues 
averaging over $1, 200,000 for pach. ‘

Table Was ‘Prepared by Dr. W. J. Monilaw; Foot- 
ball Coach for 1906 of the Missouri 
University Eleven. 


HE following table showing the dif- 
T ferences between the rules in force 
, _in the football world in 1905 and 
those which will be used.in (i906, was 
prepered by Dr. W. J, Monilaw. the foot- 
ball coach of the ” Missouri _ University 


eleven. and will be used by him as &@ 
guide for candidates for his team, 
Owing to the many changes in the 
rules, many of them are hard to under- 
atand, and. permitting of different inter- 
pretations, some chart of this nature is 
necessary’ for the football player.

Washington, September 15.—-The inter- 
state commerce commission today ren- 
dered its decision on the petition of the 
Southern Railway and other carriers oper- 
ating in territory east of the Mississip- 
pi river and south of the Ohio and Po- 
tomac rivers for permission to equalize 
export rates on cotton, cotton seed and 
its products -and lumber, and thereby 
make changes in their export rates on 
these commodities without the thirty 
days’ notice required by the new rate 
law. 

The commission holds that carriers 
May legally issue through bills of lad- 
ing from the interior point of shipment 
to a foreign destination which specify 
the interest and rate to the port of ex- 
port and the ocean rate from the port 
of export, even though no joint through 
rate is published. 


The commission orders that “No pub- 
lished rates on cotton shall be advanced! 
except upon thirty days’ notice; that 
from and after this date and until March 
|, 1907, carriers may reduce their pub-| 
lished export rates on cotton to the va- | 
rious ports of export .upon three days’ | 
notice and that until November 10, 1906, | 
carriers may continue to equalize export 
cotton rates through the various ports!

It fs an engineering feat which is at 
once stupendous and costly, and is at- 
cone the attention of the civilized 

Just how ff ali came about—the cir- 
cumstances leading up to the gigantic 
enterprise of constructing this line of 
steel rail across the Straits of Florida 
to Key West —forms an interesting 
story. 

To begin with, and in order that the 
reader may have a clear idea of the 
undertaking, its purposes and its in- 
teresting details, a few brief facts are 
necessary.

Not a great wRile ago the Florida 
East Coast Railway was extended from 
Miami southward, thirty-six miles, into 
what is known as the homestead sec- 
tion, and where hundreds of settiers 
had taken up claims on lands owned by 
the government,- and of which there is 
yet a considerable quantity of land, 
rich in character and suitable for the 

rowing of winter vegetables and trop- 
cal fruits. It is practically below the 
frost line, and oranges and pineap- 
ples grow to perfection. 

The railroad having reached Home- 
stead, Mr. Flagler decided to extend it 
along the e@¢hain of Florida Keys 
(islands) to Key West, and the work 
was begun a year ago. 

The Florida Keys.
